ES T abou t 15 minu tes earlier than 
ex pected after the 9 00-mile flight from 
Hanoi. 


Two more C141s picked u p the other 
88 men. 
The men aboard the first plane held 
an impromptu thanksgiv ing serv ice 
du ring the flight from Hanoi, 
a 
military spokesman reported. Nav y 
Capt. Charles K. Gillespie Jr. of 
Miramar, Calif., who had acted as 
their chaplain in camp, led them in 
The I/rrd’s Pray er. 


His ey es brimming with tears, the 
senior m an aboard the flight, Nav y 
('apt. l**o T. Profilet of Palo Alto, 
Calif., told the cheering crowd of ('lark 
Base personnel: 


“From the bottom of ou r hearts, I 
want to thank God, the United States of 
America and all y ou wonderfu l, good- 
looking people.” 
The crowd responded with cheers, 
whistles and applau se. 
Aboard the second flight were Air 
Force Col. John P. Fly nn, 50, the 
senior POW, and l,t. Crndr. John S. 
McCain III, 36-y ear-old son of the 
commander of U.S. forces in the 
Pacific in 1968-7 2. 
Fly nn, speaking for the 40 men on his 
plane, gav e thanks for their release 
and also praised the morale of the 
POWs du ring their captiv ity . 
“ I wou ld ju st like to state simply that 


as a grou p we hav e been priv ileged to 
serv e ou r cou ntry u nder v ery difficu lt 
circu mstances,” he said. “ And 1 wou ld 
also like to thank ou r President, the 
serv ices, the people of the United 
States for their su pport in efforts, in 
liv es which were ex panded in ou r be­ 
half. 
“ I 
wou ld 
like* to particu larly 
acknowledge the cou rage and integrity 
of ou r President. We knew that he 
mu st hav e been faced with many 
difficu lt decisions and circ u mstances 
su ch as the bombings of Hanoi. He held 
ou r su pport and ou r pray ers alway s.” 
McCain, whose wife liv es in Orange 
Park, Fla., was giv en one of the 
lou dest cheers when he emerged from 
the plane. He salu ted the colors 
sm artly , then walked smiling down the 
ram p to salu te and shake hands with 
the welcoming officers. They inclu ded 
Adm. Noel Gay ler, who su cceeded 


McCain’s fattier as chief of the Pacific 
command. 
McCain limp ed heav ily on his right 
leg, bu t he told a n ewsman he was 
“fine.” 
McCain and sev eral other men 
reported that the* morale of the POWs 
remaining in North Vietnam was high 
and they were looking forward to their 
release* North Vietnam has said it will 
release all the* 
Americans before 
March 28, the deadline set by the 
Vietnam cease-fire agreement. 
Alx iard the third plane was the only 
civ ilian in the grou p, Bobby Joe 
Keesee, who deserted from the Army 
in 1962, took a rented plane to Cu ba, 
serv ed two y ears in an 
Arizona 
penitentiary and in 1970 forced a Thai 
pilot to fly him to North Vietnam. 
Keesee ev aded newsmen by getting 
Operation Homecoming officials to ru n 
a bu s u p to the rear entrance of the 


plane for him. 
“ He w asn’t feeling well and decided 
to come ou t that w ay ,” a gu ard said. 
Another official said Keesee acted 
like all the other K)W s cm the flight 
from Hanoi - “ He talked happily with 
the others and he didn’t appear to be 
inju red.” 
A State Department official said 
Keesee was taken to the base hospital 
for a medical ex amination like the 
other POWs.

Bu t no 
action is contemplated as things stand 
now.” 
Boy le’s name su rfaced Tu esday in 
the state m u rder trial here of William 
J. Prater, a former UMW organizer 
from l« aFollette, Tenn., whom the 
gov ernment alleges was a condu it in 
the $20,000 pu rportedly paid for the 
deaths of UMW insu rgent Joseph A. 
“Jock” Yablonski and his wife and 
dau ghter. 
Pau l E. Gilly , 38, a conv icted par­ 
ticipant in the slay ings who had 
Slum Tour 


remained silent on his role in them 
u ntil this week, testified that Prater 
told him Boy le was behind the killings. 
Gilly , v isibly nerv ou s and often 
pau sing for sips of water, haltingly told 
of three meetings he had with Prater 
prior to the New Year’s Ev e 1969 
m u rders at the Yablonskis’ rambling 
ru ral home near the sou thwestern 
Pennsy lv ania town of Clarksv ille. 
At one su ch meeting, Gilly said, 
Prater told him Yablonski “was try ing 
to break and destroy the u nion and also 
its pension fu nd.” 
“ And did he say 
who 
wanted 
Yablonski killed?” asked Special 
Prosecu tor Richard Spragu e. 
‘Yes sir,” Gilly answered. “Tony 
Boy le.” 
Boy le, contacted later at his home in 
W ashington, D.C., stood by his 
prev iou s denials of any knowledge of 
the killings. 
“ I 
hav e denied repeatedly any 
knowledge whatsoev er of the crim e,” 
Boy le said. “ I knew absolu tely nothing 
abou t any of this.” 
Boy le has nev er been charged for­ 
mally with any role in the slay ings, 
thou gh his name has arisen before in 


cou rt proceedings stemming from the 
mu rders. 
The Yablonskis were shot to death in 
their beds three weeks after the u nion 
rebel lost a bitterly contested election 
for the UMW’s presidency to Boy le, 
then the incu mbent. 
Boy le earlier this y ear was defeated 
by Arnold Miller, a member of the 
same UMW faction to which Yablonski 
belonged, in a cou rt-ordered reru n of 
the election. 
The gov ernment has said Yablonski 
was killed not so mu ch for his election 
opposition to Boy le as for his an­ 
ticipated appearance before a federal 
grand ju ry in Washington, D.C., in­

Prater and Albert E. Pass, 52, of 
Middle,sboro, Ky ., a member of the 
UMW’s policy setting International 
Ex ecu tiv e Board, are the last of sev en 
persons cu rrently in cu stody in the 
killings to face trial. Pass’ case is 
schedu led to be tried here in Ju ne. 
Both men worked for the UMW’s 
District 19, which straddles eastern 
Kentu cky and Tennessee—Prater as a 
field organizer and Pass as the dis­ 


trict’s secretary -treasu rer. 
“ 1 was told District 19 had made an 
agreement that they wou ld carry this 
ou t for Tony 
Boy le,” Gilly 
said 
Tu esday in his direct testimony . 
Gilly , a former Clev eland hou se 
painter and admitted bu rglary fence, 
said he was promised a retroactiv e 
UMW pension for his father for carry ­ 
ing ou t Yablonski’s death. 
“I was told by Mr. Prater that Tony 
Boy le personally said my father wou ld 
get this pension check, prov ided I 
wou ld carry throu gh...to see 
Mr. 
Yablonski was shot and killed,” Gilly 
said. 
He said the alleged m u rder plot was 
hatched initially in the su mmer of 1969, 
in the midst of the Boy le-Yablonski 
campaign, later called off and then re­ 
kindled. 
“Mr. Prater said it was for the 
welfare of the u nion that Tony Boy le 
wou ld stay in control,” Gilly testified. 
Du ring initial qu estioning 
u nder 
cross-ex amination Tu esday afternoon, 
Gilly was asked what prompted his 
inv olv ement in the mu rders. 
“A lot of persu asion,” was his 
response, “and I foolishly listened.”

permitted, plu s .7 per cent in fringe 
benefits.i 
The Cost of Liv ing Cou ncil, howev er, 
has said there will lie flex ibility in the 
gu idelines, and a cou ncil sou rce in­ 
dicated after Tu esday ’s agreement 
was annou nced that the package likely 
will be approv ed. 
Indu stry and u nion spokesmen say 
the agreement cov ers 
18 months 
beginning Ju ly 1 with a total package 
of wage and lienefit increases of 10.7 
per cent. They figu red the total annu al 
increase at abou t 7 per cent. 
The agreement, affecting 500,(KM)

“Tony” Boyle into the spotlight in the 
Yablonski murders, investigators say 
they have no current plans to seek 
further indictments in the case. 
“There is nothing in the works right 
now,” a highly placed government 
source said Tuesday 
night.

But no 
action is contemplated as things stand 
now.” 
Boyle’s name surfaced Tuesday in 
the state murder trial here of William 
J. Prater, a former UMW organizer 
from ^Follette, Tenn., whom the 
government alleges was a conduit in 
the $20,000 purportedly paid for the 
deaths of UMW insurgent Joseph A. 
“Jock” Yablonski and his wife and 
daughter. 
Paul E. Gilly, 38, a convicted par­ 
ticipant in the slayings 
who had 
Slum Tour 


remained silent on his role in them 
until this week, testified that Prater 
told him Boyle was behind the killings. 
Gilly, visibly 
nervous and often 
pausing for sips of water, haltingly told 
of three meetings he had with Prater 
prior to the New Year’s Eve 1969 
murders at the Yablonskis’ rambling 
rural home near the southwestern 
Pennsylvania town of Clarksville. 
At one such meeting, Gilly said, 
Prater told him Yablonski “was trying 
to break and destroy the union and also 
its pension fund.” 
“And 
did 
he 
say 
who 
wanted 
Yablonski killed?” asked Special 
ITosecutor Richard Sprague. 
Yes sir,” (lilly answered. “Tony 
Boyle.” 
Boyle, contacted later at his home in 
Washington, 
D .C., stood 
by 
his 
previous denials of any knowledge of 
the killings. 
“I 
have 
denied 
repeatedly 
any 
knowledge whatsoever of the crime,” 
Boyle said. “I knew absolutely nothing 
about any of this.” 
Boyle has never teen charged for­

The Yablonskis were shot to death in 
their teds three weeks after the union 
rebel lost a bitterly contested election 
for the UM W ’s presidency to Boyle, 
then the incumbent. 
Boyle earlier this year was defeated 
by Arnold Miller, a member of the 
same UMW faction to which Yablonski 
belonged, in a court-ordered rerun of 
the election. 
The government has said Yablonski

Prater and Albert E. Pass, 52, of 
Middlesboro, Ky., a member of the 
UM W ’s policysetting International 
Executive Board, are the last of seven 
persons currently in custody in the 
killings to face trial.

Both men worked for the UM W ’s 
District 19, which straddles eastern

benefits that is likely to win ac­ 
ceptance under Phase 3 guidelines. 


The package provides increases in 
pay and fringe benefits of about 7 per 
cent on a yearly basis. Under the 
Nixon administration’s 
mostly 
vo­ 
luntary Phase 3 guidelines, wage in­ 
creases of 5.5 per cent a year are 
permitted, plus .7 per cent in fringe 
benefits.i 


The Cost of Living Council, however, 
has said there will be flexibility in the 
guidelines, and a council source in­ 
dicated after Tuesday’s agreement 
was announced that the package likely 
will In* approved. 
Industry and union spokesmen say 
the

covers 
18 
months 
beginning July I with a total package 
of wage and benefit increases of 10.7 
per cent. They figured the total annual 
increase at about 7 per cent. 
The agreement, affecting 500,000 
workers, is subject to ratification by 
members of the Sheet Metal Workers 


union, and by officials of the other 
unions. 
The agreement is unprecedented in 
that never before had there been a 
nationwide rail settlement in advance 
of contract expiration dates. The past 
IO years, for example, were marked by 
13 major rail strikes, many of them 
ended by emergency congressional ac­ 
tion. 


The early settlement apparently was 
dictated in part by pressure to resolve 
problems of the industry’s financially 
shaky retirement fund before June 30 
when all current national railroad 
contracts run out. Certain benefits

the industry is unable to put the fund 
on solid ground. 


Under the tentative settlement, the 
carriers and unions will recommend 
that Congress extend the time for 
restructuring the fund for 18 months 
teyond the current June 30 deadline.

NEW BRITAIN,Conn. (A P) - John 
T. Downey says the information he 
gave his ( ’hiñ ese captors 20 years ago 
is “ancient history” and he doesn’t 
want to discu ss it in detail. 
A reporter asked him du ring a news 
conference Tu esday if he had revealed 
any secrets u nder q u estioning. 
“ I wou ld say I revealed abou t every 
bit of information I had,” the 42-year- 
old Central Intelligence Agency em ­ 
ploye replied. He said he gave the in­ 
formation du ring the first nine months 
of his imprisonment. 
Downey, who retu rned to the United 
States on Monday, was captu red with 
Richard Fecteau of Lynn, Mass., in 
November 1952 after their plane was 
shot down over Manchu ria. Both were 
imprisoned 
on espionage 
charges. 
Fecteau was released in December 
1971. 
Downey declined comment Tu esday 
on what kind of a flight he and Fecteau 
were on when they were captu red. 
Bu t Lyman Kirpatrick, a former 
assistant director of the CIA, said in an 
interview Tu esday in Providence, R.I., 
that the two men were helping drop 
su pplies to Nationalist Chinese in 
mainland China. 
In reply to a q u estion abou t U.S. 
efforts to win his release, Downey 
said: “ I don’t think more shou ld have 
been done earlier.” He said U.S.- 
C hinese re la tio ns had been too 
strained u ntil recently to perm it his 
freedom.

Aging Bill 
Passes House 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Program s 
for the elderly wou ld be financed to the 
tu ne of $1.4 billion over the next three 
years u nder a bill that has passed the 
Hou se, 
The Democratic floor m anager of 
the bill called it one of the most 
significant pieces of legislation for the 
elderly since Social Secu rity, bu t 
Repu blicans, citing adm inistration op­ 
position,

presidential veto. 
The m easu re, approved Tu esday by 
a vote of 329 to 69 , calls for spending 
$603 million less than a bill vetoed by 
President Nixon last year. 
State and federal agencies dealing 
with the elderly wou ld be strengthened 
u nder the bill, which also expands 
services for the elderly, increases 
spending ceilings and provides for sev­ 
eral new program s. The m easu re was 
sent back to the Senate, which had 
already passed a slightly different 
version.

Death Penalty 


Reinstatem ent 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon formally asks Congress today to 
enact a “carefu lly tailored” statu te 
restoring the death penalty for certain 
federal crim es. 
His m essage, du e to be dispatched to 
Capitol Hill at noon, also u rges stiffer 
penalties for dru g pu shers inclu ding 
life im prisonment withou t parole for 
m ajor traffickers with a prior con­ 
viction. 
On N ixon’s o rd e rs, A tty. G en. 
Richard G. Kleindienst prepared a 
separate m easu re on the death penalty 
to be sent to Congress along with the 
tou gh anticrim e legislative package 
which Nixon annou nced in a na­ 
tionwide radio address last Satu rday. 
The Su preme Cou rt in a 5-4 decision 
last Ju ne ru led the death penalty 
u nconstitu tional as it was applied 
u nder existing law. The cou rt was so 
split on the issu e that each of the nine 
ju stices filed separate opinions. 
Repu blican legislative leaders got 
an advance briefing on the legislative 
package before it was sent to Capitol 
Hill. 
Em erging from the 
2V2-hou r meeting 
with Nixon and his White Hou se aides 
Tu esday, Sen. Hu gh Scott, R -Pa., said 
the capital-pu nish m ent legislation 
“will inclu de a very carefu l, narrow 
definition and provision for deter­ 
mination of gu ilt and su itability of the 
death penalty.” 
“The proposal will be carefu lly 
tailored within narrow limits so as not 
to ru n cou nter to the present Su preme 
Cou rt decision,” Scott added. 
Nixon’s legislation, Scott told a 
White Hou se news conference, “will 
cover only those areas where the 
fed eral governm ent has ju risd ic ­ 
tion” —inclu ding treason, other w ar­ 
time offenses, assassinations, hijack­ 
ing and kidnaping. 
The separate, broader legislative 
package seeks a thorou gh revision of 
the federal crim inal code, raising 
cu rrent limits on m onetary fines and 
restricting what Nixon has called “the 
present absu rd u se of the insanity 
defense.”

Senate President Tekin Aribu ru n of 
the Ju stice party led the fou r ballots 
bu t cou ld not m u ster the m ajorities 
necessary for election. His chief op­ 
ponent was former Gen. Faru k G u rler, 
who u ntil last week was chief of the 
general staff. 
Aribu ru n got 28 2 votes on the first 
ballot, 28 4 on the second, 28 5 on the 
third and 276 on the fou rth. G u rler had 
175, 176, 186 and 200 votes. Ferru h 
Bozbeyli of the right-wing Democratic 
party ran third with 45 and 47 votes. 
For election on the first two ballots, 
a two-thirds m ajority —or 423 of the 
634 votes in the two hou ses—was 
needed. On later ballots, a simple 
m ajority of 318 was necessary, bu t the 
antim ilitary vote was redu ced by the 
boycott of the second largest party, the 
left-of-center R epu blican P eoples 
party. It said the m artial law ban on 
election statem ents amou nted to one­ 
sided censorship that allowed only 
praise 
of 
one 
candidate 
and 
no 
criticism . 
This was a reference to G u rler, 
whose candidacy was backed by the 
threat of new m ilitary intervention 
shou ld someone else win. 
The arm y has been filling the 
presidency of Tu rkey since a m ilitary 
cou p in 1960 ou sted President Celal 
B ayar and Prem ier Adnan M enderes 
of the Democrat party. Gen. Cemal 
Gu rsel, the leader of the cou p, su c­ 
ceeded Bayar. When illness forced 
Gu rsel to retire in 1966, the chief of the 
general staff, Gen. Cevdet Su nay, 
replaced him for a seven-year term .

CIA Agent 
'Told A ll1 
To Chinese 


NEW BRITAIN,Conn. (AP) — John 
T. Downey says the information he 
gave his Chinese captors 20 years ago 
is “ancient history” and he doesn't 
want to discuss it in detail. 
A reporter asked him during a news 
conference Tuesday if he had revealed 
any secrets under questioning. 
“ I would say I revealed about every 
bit of information I had,” the 42-year- 
old Central Intelligence Agency em­ 
ploye replied. He said he gave the in­ 
formation during the first nine months 
of his imprisonment. 
Downey, who returned to the United 
States on Monday, was captured with 
Richard Fecteau of Lynn, Mass., in 
November 1952 after their plane was 
shot down over Manchuria. Both were 
imprisoned on espionage charges. 
Fecteau was released in December 
1971. 
Downey declined comment Tuesday 
on what kind of a flight he and Fecteau 
were on when they were captured. 
But Lyman Kirpatrick, a former 
assistant director of the CIA, said in an 
interview Tuesday in Providence, R.I., 
that the two men were helping drop 
supplies to Nationalist Chinese in 
mainland China. 
In reply to a question about U.S. 
efforts to win his release, Downey 
said: “I don’t think more should have 
been done earlier.” He said U.S.- 
Chinese relations had been too 
strained until recently to permit his 
freedom.

C hrysler Corp., in a significant 
departure from General Motors and 
Ford, has questioned the ability of 
D etroit to control harm ful auto 
exhausts through the use of chemically 
activated antipollution devices. 
S. L. Terry, environmental and 
safety-relations vice president for the 
nation’s third-largest automaker, told 
the Environmental Protection Agency 
Tuesday that the devices, 
called 
catalytic converters, "are not ready to 
be put on cars.” 
Ail three firms said last year that the 
best means of meeting 
proposed 
emission standards for 1975 model 
year cars were the converters, which 
use chemicals to break down exhaust 
gases into harmless components. 
Terry commented during the latest 
round of EPA hearings ordered by the 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Washington. 
Terry said Chrysler’s experimental 
converters had broken down in tests 
and would not be able to perform ade­ 
quately in normal car use. 
Terry said Chrysler would ask 
Congress to amend the 1970 Clean Air 
Act to give auto m anufacturers until 
1977 to meet the proposed 1975 stan­ 
dards for reductions in hydrocarbons 
and carbon monoxide.

Aging Bill 
Passes House 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Programs 
for the elderly would be financed to the 
tune of $1.4 billion over the next three 
years under a bill that has passed the 
House. 
The Democratic floor manager of 
the bill called it one of the most 
significant pieces of legislation for the 
elderly since Social Security, but 
Republicans, citing administration op­ 
position, warned of a 
possible 
presidential veto. 
The measure, approved Tuesday by 
a vote of 329 to 69, calls for spending 
$603 million less than a hill vetoed by 
President Nixon last year. 
State and federal agencies dealing 
with the elderly would be strengthened 
under the bill, which also expands 
services for the elderly, increases 
spending ceilings and provides for sev­ 
eral new programs. Tile measure was 
sent back to the Senate, which had 
already passed a slightly different 
version. 
The Senate version retains a job 
training program that was in last 
year’s bill vetoed by the President.

Nixon Seeks 


Death Penalty 


Reinstatement 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon formally asks Congress today to 
enact a “carefully tailored” statute 
restoring the death penalty for certain 
federal crimes. 
His message, due to be dispatched to 
Capitol Hill at noon, also urges stiffer 
penalties for drug pushers including 
life imprisonment without parole for 
major traffickers with a prior con­ 
viction. 
On Nixon’s orders, Atty. Gen. 
Richard G. Kleindienst prepared a 
separate measure on the death penalty 
to be sent to Congress along with the 
tough anticrime legislative package 
which Nixon announced in a na­ 
tionwide radio address last Saturday. 
The Supreme Court in a 5-4 decision 
last June ruled the death penalty 
unconstitutional as it was applied 
under existing law. The court was so 
split on the issue that each of the nine 
justices filed separate opinions. 
Republican legislative leaders got 
an advance briefing on the legislative 
package before it was sent to Capitol 
Hill. 
Emerging from the 2Vi-hour meeting 
with Nixon and his White House aides 
Tuesday, Sen. Hugh Scott, R-Pa., said 
the capital-punishment legislation 
“will include a very careful, narrow 
definition and provision for deter­ 
mination of guilt and suitability of the 
death penalty.” 
“The proposal will be carefully 
tailored within narrow limits so as not 
to run counter to the present Supreme 
Court decision,” Scott added. 
Nixon’s legislation, Scott told a 
White House news conference, “will 
cover only those areas where the 
federal government has jurisdic­ 
tion”—including treason, other war­ 
time offenses, assassinations, hijack­ 
ing and kidnaping. 
The separate, broader legislative 
package seeks a thorough revision of 
the federal criminal code, raising 
current limits on monetary fines and 
restricting what Nixon has called “the 
present absurd use of the insanity 
defense.”

Turks Seek 
New President 


ANKARA, 
Turkey 
(AP) 
- 
Parliament resumes voting today for a 
new president after four ballots that 
rejected the military candidate despite 
tanks and riot police around the 
building and scores of generals in the 
balcony. 
Senate President Tekin Ariburun of 
the Justice party led the four ballots 
but could not muster the majorities 
necessary for election. His chief op­ 
ponent was former Gen. Faruk Gurler, 
who until last week was chief of the 
general staff. 
Ariburun got 282 votes on the first 
ballot, 284 on the second, 285 on the 
third and 276 on the fourth. Curler had 
175, 176, 186 and 200 votes. Ferruh 
Bozbeyli of the right-wing Democratic 
party ran third with 45 and 47 votes. 
For election on the first two ballots, 
a two-thirds majority —or 423 of the 
634 votes in the two houses—was 
needed. On later ballots, a simple 
majority of 318 was necessary, but the 
antimilitary vote was reduced by the 
boycott of the second largest party, the 
left-of-center Republican Peoples 
party. It said the m artial law ban on 
election statements amounted to one­ 
sided censorship that allowed only 
praise of one candidate and 
no 
criticism. 
This was a reference to Gurler, 
whose candidacy was backed by the 
threat of new military intervention 
should someone else win. 
The army has been filling the 
presidency of Turkey since a military 
coup in 1960 ousted President Celal 
Bayar and Premier Adnan Menderes 
of the Democrat party. Gen. Ce ma I 
Gursel, the leader of the coup, suc­ 
ceeded Bayar. When illness forced 
Gursel to retire in 1966, the chief of the 
general staff, Gen. Cevdet Sunay, 
replaced him for a seven-year term.

Can alcohol or coffee, taken in 
moderate amounts over a long period 
of time, affect the heart? 
Mr. J.E.Y.,N.J. 
Dear Mr. Y.: 
Alcohol is a chemical whose formula 
is very exact. Caffeine is an alkaloid of 
tea and coffee with its own distinctive 
chemical composition. 
These chemical substances, like all 
others, may cause, in some people, 
distinct changes in the rate and rhy- 
them of the heart. In fact, the entire 
circulatory system and even 
the 
kidneys, liver, and other organs can be 
affected in some people. 
The threshold of moderation is very 
ambiguous. Some people can take 
large quantities of alcohol and coffee 
and be totally unaffected. Others may 
develop palpitations with relatively 
small quantities of these drugs. 
Both alcohol and caffeine, as 
stimulants, may be responsible for 
transient changes in the blood 
pressure. 
If either of these substances 
produces unusual sysm ptom s or 
sensations, they should, of course, be 
discontinued until total examination 
by 
the 
doctor 
reveals 
their 
significance. 


Dear Mr. S.: 
The situation you describe is a very 
complex 
one. 
Most

hospitalization unless there is a 
specific illness before admission. 
If all such cases as yours were ad­ 
mitted, you can readily understand 
that our hospitals would be flooded and 
made unserviceable for those who 
really need their facilities. 
I do believe that some of the in­ 
surance programs should expand their 
coverage so that general physical 
examinations in a doctor’s office might 
be included. In this way, earlier 
detection of illness would eventually 
reduce the amount of money that in­ 
surance companies must pay out 
because people delay going to a 
physician. 
Our social advances are expanding 
more and more in all directions in an 
effort to maxamize the importance of 
preventive medicine. This would be 
yet another way of doing so.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A law 
suit filed today in Washington, D C., 
agaiast the U.S. Department of tabor 
could force the release of more than 
2,8(H) of the 9,000 fiatients in state in- 
stitutioas for the mentally retarded, 
the plaintiffs claim. 
The suit filed by the National 
Association for Mental Health, the 
American Association on Mental 
Deficiency and three individuals, 
challanges, the practice in many 
states of using inmates as laborers in 
the institutions. 
The suit seeks to force the I .abor 
Department to enforce amendments to 
the Fair Labor Standards Act which 
require fair compensation for work 
performed by patients ami resident 
workers at state institutions. 
One of the three individuals is an 
unnamed inmate at the Orient State 
Institute in Ohio. 
The Ohio Mental Health Federation 
claimed at a news conference today 
that this man, about 47, works seven 
days a week, sometimes as much as 11 
hours tier day, in the institute’s dining 
flail for $2 per month. 
Dr. James Gardner of the Com­ 
mittee on Constitutional Care said that 
when Orient officials heard the inmate 
was a party to the suit they arranged 
for his release, which will be soon.

He ordered that administration 
lobbying efforts on Capitol Hill be 
coordinated from the White House, and 
approved moves to bring public- 
relations 
operations 
throughout 
government more under the wing of 
the executive office. 
Nixon’s wielding of executive power 
should not have come as a surprise to 
Congress. He telegraphed his plans 
even before his election in 1968, saying 
in a campaign speech that “ the days of 
a passive presidency belong to a 
simplier past. I jet me be very dear 
about this: The next president must 
take an activist view (rf his office.” 
An activist president he has teen, 
scholars agree. 
“ The President steps into power 
vacuums,” Prof. Alexander Bickel of 
Yale I .aw School recently told a group 
of congressmen. “ If no one is there, he 
steps in.” 
Most scholars give Nixon the edge in 
his struggle with Congress. But the 
Democrats on Capitol Hill aren’t 
giving up without a fight. 
It is time, said Sen. Harold Hughes, 
D-Iowa, for members of Congress “ to 
dig their heels in and be damned if they 
are going to be shoved any further” by 
the executive branch. 
“ For my own,” Hughes said, “ I ’ve 
teen pushed about as far as I intend to 
be pushed.”

If you worked for two or 
more employers during 1972 and more 
than $9,000 of your wages were sub­ 
ject to social security tax, you are 
entitled to claim the excess social 
security tax as a credit against your 
income tax.

The case was turned over to the 
Justice Department by the General 
Accounting Office Monday, with a 
request by Comptroller General Elmer 
B. 
Stoats also to look 
into the 
possibility of additional violations of 
the new Federal Election I .aw. 
Subject of the investigation is the 
Finance Committee to Reelect the 
President, and involved is whether the 
committee failed to report as required 
a cash contribution by financier 
Robert L. Vesco, received on or after 
last April 7 when the new election law 
took effect. 
A spokesman for the committee 
described the GAO as irresponsible for 
referring the case to the Justice 
Department. 
“ The General Accounting Office is 
once more raising a question for which 
there is a conclusive precedent sup­ 
porting the actions of the Finance 
Committee to Re-elect the President. 
On that basis, the GAO conclusion is 
irresponsible,” the spokesman said. 
The case revolves around whether 
the contribution from Vesco was made 
before or after April 7. Maurice Stans, 
the former commerce secretary who 
headed Nixon’s finance committee, 
contends it was a pre-April 7 con­ 
tribution and therefore did not have to 
be reported. 
A report by Phillip S. Hughes, 
director of the GAO’s Office of Federal 
Elections, says the money was 
delivered April IO, three days after the 
new law went into effect.

Board of Education has set May 14 as a 
public hearing date for a promised 
statewide special education plan that 
drew the attention of four speakers at 
the hoard’s Monday meeting.

109th 
General 
Assembly 
directed the board and th** Ohio 
Department of Education to establish 
rules, regulations and standards 
regarding the special education of 
handicapped students. All 621 Ohio 
.school districts are to Ix* included in 
the plan, which is to take effect July 1. 
The four .speakers focused on an 
Interim report by tin* board in January 
and the education department’s 
legislative proposals for the next 
biennium. 
W R. (iale of Sylvania, president of 
the Lucas County c hapter of the Ohio 
Association for Children with learning 
Disabilities, said, “ The recommen­ 
dation to tin* governor for his budget 
request was some 1,400 (special 
education) units for the next two 


years Whic h of you want to be the one 
to tell me your c hild can go to school, 
mine can’t.” 
Gale* said two of his five children 
have learning disabilities. He said his 
nine-year-old claughted Karen, goes to 
school in New Orleans, La., because 
adequate services are not provided in 
Oliio. 
The interim report revealed there 
arc* more than 160,CKK) students who 
need the* services and more than 5,700 
units are required, Gale said. 
Henry Rumm of Upper Arlington, a 
state direc tor of the association, said 
the governor’s budget will take c are of 
only 20per cent of the children in need. 
At the* rate of increase, he said, “ It will 
take until 1982 to serve all these kids...

15.” 
Mrs. Rumm brought a teenager with 
a learning handicap before the Ixia rd 
to show a drawing he did for a pam­ 
phlet cover. She said he is now 
“ homebound bec ause of no services.” 


Pat Lilac of Dayton, vice president 
of the Ohio association, asked the 
board a series of questions regarding 
certification for teachers of .special 
education projects. 
She said, “ We are suffering from a 
sliortage of teachers, and the teachers 
who are certified are not doing a good 
job.” 
During the meeting, board member 
Anthony Russo of Cleveland offered a 
resolution that would increase by more 
than 300 the number of additional units 
being sought by the; department for the 
next biennium. 
The motion was tabled until April’s 
meeting.

LISBO N , Ohio (A P ) — The eight 
ducks whose extra wings cause 
reverse turbulence when they try to fly 
have birds experts flocking here for a 
look. 
Meanwhile, the men who care for 
them worry about the advent of good 
weather—predators killed 19 of an 
original Hock of 29. Not all had extra 
wings, however. 
The eight were hatched by two hens 
who, with their mates, adopted nearby 
Beaver Creek State Park as their 
home last summer. 
The extra wings—seven of the birds 
have four wings, the eighth has three- 
just at right angles to the ducks’ bodies 
and appear to be off-angle extensions 
of their natural wings. Ornithologists 
from several states have visited the 
park but have had no explanation for 
the oddity. 
Park Manager Fred Steputis and an 
assistant, Ix>uis Cianni, gave the ducks 
a winter home on the ground floor of an 
old and roomy barn. The ducks, they 
say, must be confined for their own 
protection since they can’t fly. 
Steputis plans to build them an 
outdoor house “ where we can keep an 
eye on them, and heaven help the dog, 
cat, owl or people that molest them.” 
But they are cozy enough now. 
Cianni installed a brickwalled tub in 
the barn and set up a “ shower” for 
them: a garden hose hung from rafters 
above the tub and turned on several 
times a day. The ducks greet its 
splashing with excited quacks and a 
flat-footed stampede. 


A sympathetic farm er donated 
400 pounds of corn for upkeep of the six 
drakes and four hens, and Cianni 
provides fresh straw daily.

LISBON, Ohio (AP) — The eight 
ducks whose extra wings cause 
reverse turbulence when they try to fly 
have birds experts flocking here for a 
look. 
Meanwhile, the men who care for 
them worry about the advent of good 
weather—predators killed 19 of an 
original flock of 29. Not all had extra 
wings, however. 
The eight were hatched by two hens 
who, with their mates, adopted nearby 
Beaver Creek State Park as their 
home last summer. 
The extra wings—seven of the birds 
have four wings, the eighth has th ree- 
just at right angles to the ducks’ bodies 
and appear to be off-angle extensions 
of their natural wings. Ornithologists 
from several states have visited the 
park but have had no explanation for 
the oddity.

'Hint idea is the basta of his 
recently published book, 
“ Prologue to liberation: A 
History of Black People in 
America.” 
When he came to the 
Camden campus in 1!H>9, the 
year black history was in­ 
troduced as an academic 
subject, the students were 
predominantly white. 
“ This resulted in many 
uncomfortable moments for 
the blacks,” he says. “ But as 
more black students entered 
the school the enrollment in 
both my sections has become 
more balanced racially.” 
The 
professor’s 
in­ 
volvement 
with 
Afro- 
American studies was one 
factor 
in 
the 
Carlisles 
decision to adopt a black 
child, and later a Puerto 
Rican child. 
“ We were asked if we had 
an ethnic preference,” the 
sandy-haired Carlisle ex­ 
plains. “ Neither my wife Ann 
nor I cared about the child’s 
background as long as the 
natural 
parents 
hadn’t 
specified a preference in the 
parents. When the agency 
asked if we wanted a black 
child my wife and I talked it 
over and we were both en­ 
thusiastic about the idea.” 
So far the children — a 
5-year-old boy and 3-year-old 
girl— have been too young to 
experience 
an 
un­ 
pleasantness as a result of the 
interracial 
adoption. 
“ I 
wouldn’t think they’d have 
any more problems growing 
up than any other minority 
children would have,” their 
father predicts. “ We’ll just 
have 
to 
deal 
with 
the 
problems as they come up.” 
However, Carlisle admits 
there was some “ curiosity” 
when the fam ily visited 
Mexico last year. “Crowds 
would gather around and 
point to the children,” he 
says, “ because in Mexico 
adoption is through families, 
not agencies. We just tried to 
explain the difference be­ 
tween the two countries’ 
adoption 
systems. 
Some 
people understood and some 
didn’t.” 
Carlisle and his wife are the 
only white couple with an 
integrated fam ily in the 
mostly 
black 
suburb 
of 
I Lawnside, N. J. ‘‘We were 
familiar with and liked both 
the development and the 
urban area nearby” , he says. 
“ The neighbors have been 
very hospitable.” 
Carlisle, who also teaches 
U.S. 
history 
and 
I^atin 
American history, has been 
active on local and university 
programs 
dealing 
with 
minority groups. 
He shares with his wife the 
hobby of collecting antiques 
and is especially proud of an 
18()5 rectangular grand piano 
which occupies a place of 
honor in their house. 
Meanwhile, his interest in 
black history has led him to 
begin work on a second book 
dealing with black nationalist 
movements.

WASHINGTON (A P) 
The White 
House and State Department have 
issued sharp reminders to the Com­ 
munists after weighing evidence that 
Hanoi is infiltrating South Vietnam 
with men and heavy equipment in 
violation of the cease-fire agreement, 
in virtually identical language, 


SAIGON (A P) 
The United States 
temporarily resumed troop with­ 
drawals from South Vietnam today to 
match the release of 108 American 
prisoners by North Vietnam, the U.S. 
Command announced. 
Spokesmen said there were 6,926 
American troops in South Vietnam as 
the withdrawal program got underway 
again. 
Troop withdrawals had been halted 
since Sunday while the United States 
awaited the release of the prisoners. 
The Viet Cong have announced they 
will release another 32 U.S. POWs in 
Hanoi Friday. 
U.S. spokesmen said by week’s end 
phase three of both the prisoner 
repatriation and the troop withdrawal 
will be complete. This means the Com­ 
munists will have freed about three- 
fourths of the 585 American prisoners 
it held Jan. 27 when the cease-fire was 
signed, while the United States will 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Pentagon 
officials estimate that the cost of U.S. 
forces committed to defend Western 
Europe will increase by nearly $1 
billion next year. 
According to prelim inary cal­ 
culations, it will cost the United States 
about $17 billion in fiscal 1974 to 
maintain a land, sea and air force of 
some 300,000 men in the European area 
and elements in the United States 
ready for quick deployment there. 
This would mean a total jump of 
almost $3 billion in two years. The 1972 
estimate came to $14 billion. 
The steep rise is blamed chiefly on 
inflation, including higher military 
pay and equipment prices. 
Pentagon budget experts stressed 
the $17-billion figure for fiscal 1974 will 
be refined later before being presented 
to Congress. 
Whatever the final figure, it is vir­ 
tually certain to represent a sub­ 
stantial increase and this could bring 
stronger congressional demands to cut 
back the U.S. military presence in Eu­ 
rope.

American forces in Asia, the Nixon 
administration has been standing firm

Shakedow n

LUCA SVILLE, Ohio (A P) - Supt. 
William J. Whealon began relaxing 
tight security measures on “ up tight’’

Southern Ohio 
Correctional Institution today after a 
major shakedown uncovered make­ 
shift weapons and contraband. 
The shakedown, first one inside the 
buildings of the new $32 million prison, 
began last Saturday at 2 a.m., EST, 
after a month of outside searches. 
Whealon brought in a mine detection 
squad of the Ohio National Guard at 
Portsmouth to sweep the 69 acres of 
ground inside the wire fences. 
“ We’re taking nothing for granted,” 
said Whealon. 
The superintendent of Ohio’s newest 
prison said some of the 1,020 prisoners 
had had “ personality clashes” with 
other inmates. 
Inmates have been complaining for 
some time of a lack of training 
programs, and have been writing 
letters to their families since Satur­ 
day’s shakedown denying they had 
contraband in their possession.

Tornado spawning heavy thun­ 
derstorms raked a large part of the 
nation’s midsection today while a late- 
winter storm heaped snow on the 
northern Rockies and spilled into the 
adjacent Plains. 
Tornadoes struck southwestern 
Missouri, central Arkansas and 
southern Illinois. Numerous twisters 
were sighted in Texas, Oklahoma and 
Kansas. 
Initial reports from Stone County in 
southwest Missouri indicated at least 
15 to 20 mobile homes were destroyed 
by a tornado. There were unconfirmed 
reports of injuries, and electrical 
power to the area was cut off. 
Another twister caused extensive 
damage to 20 unoccupied 
mobile 
homes at a manufacturing plant in 
Plainville, Kan. 
At Ness City, Kan., a tornado or high 
winds ripped off much of the roof of a 
new high school gymnasium after the 
school day had ended. No injuries were 
reported. Winds were clocked at 70 and 
80 miles per hour at Hays, Garden 
City, Goodland, Liberal and Great 
Bend, all in Kansas. 
At Highland, 111., 35 miles east of St. 
I Louis, Mo., a tornado whirled through 
a subdivision on the southeastern edge 


of the city and demolished two homes 
and a barn. Power was cut off, but 
personal injuries were reported to be 
few and slight. 
Meanwhile, heavy-snow or blizzard 
warnings were issued for Colorado, 
Montana, South Dakota and most of 
Wyoming and Minnesota. Stockmens, 
advisories were posted for most of 
Montana and parts of Nebraska. 


Cheyenne, Wyo., was virtually 
isolated, with all major roads to the 
city closed because of ice and snow. 
Eight inches of fresh snow hit 
Cheyenne, and lLander, Wyo., took on 
seven inches. Heavy rains were 
dumped on other Wyoming cities. 
Four to six inches of hail was 
reported in a one-half mile stretch 
between I La Junta and Rocky Ford in 
Colorado. 


Heavy-snow warnings also were in 
effect for the central mountains of 
Arizona and the adjacent areas of Utah 
and New Mexico. 
In contrast to the turbulance in the 
nation’s heartland, the coasts were 
generally clear or cloudy with mild 
temperatures. 
Temperatures before dawn ranged 
from 21 at Ely, Nev., to 77 at Key West, 
Fla.
